St. Louis, Feb. 3.—President Wil- 


son today told an audience of 15,000 
which 
swayed 
with a tumult of 


cheering, that the 
United 
States 


should have the greatest navy la 
the world. 


"I believe the navy of the United 
States should 
be unconquerable," 


he said, "the greatest in the world." 


The President declared that sub- 


marine commanders abroad 
have 


instructions that for the most part 
conform with international law, tout 
that the act of one commander might 
set the world afire, including Amer- 
ica. 


"Upon the ocean there are hun- 


dreds 
of 
cargoes 
of 
American 


goods," 
he said. 
"Cotton, 
grain 


and all the bountiful supplies Amer- 
ica is sending out to the world— 
and any one of those cargoes, 
any- 


one of those ships, may be the point 
of contact that will bring America 
into the war." 


For the first time during the tour 


the President told how one set of 
belligerents was cut off from 
the 


world. 
He 
said 
this 
kept 
the 


United States from helping them as 
it would like. 
He made the state- 


ment in trying to show that 
the 


United States was really neutral. 


"No man can lead America 
any 


whither that her people do not de- 
sire to be led. I believe it to be -my 
duty to subordinate my 
individual 


feeling to the conscientious attempt 
to interpret and express in these in- 
ternational affairs, the genuine spir- 
it of my fellow citizens," said 
the 
president. 


"So far as America is concerned 


no man need go amongst us preach- 
ing peace. 
We are 
disciples of 


peace already and no 
man 
need 


preach that gospel to us. 


"America has drawn no fine points 


no new issues in her international 
relations. 
She has merely asserted 


the rights of mankind when the life 
of mankind is threatened in a world 
aflame with war. She has rested up- 
on what is already written plain on 
:he documents of international law." 
The crowd cheered. The president 


laid that some day statesmen of the. 
>lder countries would have to admit 
hat it was America that kept burn-

The Nicaraguan treaty provides 


for the payment of 
$3,000,000 
to 


Nicaragua for an inter-ocean canal 
route and naval base in the bay of 
Fonseca. 


The treaties will be pressed 
for 


ratification with the full backing of 
the administration, although vigor- 
ous opposition is looked for from the 
republicans. 


Their opposition to the Colombian 


act is based on the payment of as 
much as $15,000,000 and to any ex- 
pression of regret. 


The amendment was adopted by 


the senate late yesterday 41 to 41, 
vice President Marshall casting the 
deciding vote. 
As finally perfected 


however, the amendment 
provides 


for extension of time for granting 
independence, if the president should 
deem it advisable, until 
congress 


shall have opportunity 
further to 


consider the subject. 


President Wilson is not opposed to 


the amendment it is said.

brakeman, was killed instantly early 
Thursday morning, when he was run 
down by an engine in the local yards. 
The body was dragged a distance of 
150 feet and was terribly mutilated.

The right leg and arm 
were severed, the chest 
crushed, 


and the head badly mutilated. 


The remains were taken to the 


Bradley parlors in North Fourth 
street and prepared for burial. Lat- 
er they were taken to the home in 
East Main street. 


Thomas Glassford was born in Lo- 


gansport, Indiana, July 3, 1893. He 
came to this city about seven years 
ago and for the past six years had 
been employed as brakeman for the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad com- 
pany. He was a member of the New- 
ark lodge of Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen. 
His father, William H. 


Glassford, was for many years a lo- 
comotive engineer on the Chicago di- 
vision of the Pennsylvania, but now 
is employed as stationary engineer 
for the Columbia Gas company at 
Hebron. 


The deceased is survived by his 


parents, two sisters, Miss Katheryn 
Glassford, of Cleveland, Miss Carrie
